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HARVEST EXCURSIONS MAY CAUSEA
FIGHT IN THE WEST.

G A. R, Tickets in Secalpers’ Hands
Worrying Rallway Officials—Indi-
anapolis and the 1., L. & C.

Sensational reports were In circulation
at Chicago yesterday concerning the prob-
ability of a rate war in Western territory
in conneection with harvest excursions,
Some outside roads were credited with the
intention of removing the restrictions on
tickets for the reason that they are killing
the business. Whether they are or not, it
is certain the business s going to be very
slight. The assoclation roads say the out-
gide roads cannot in good faith remove re-
strivtions on the tickets. They are parties
to the agreement by which arrangements
were made for these excursions. If they
disregard their obligations in the maltter,
some of the association roads will retali-
ate by reducing one-way rates probably by
one-half. They will certainly reduce them
to whatever extent §s necessary to protect
their general business from manipulations
of the brokers, who are not to be allowed
to reap any benefit whether the restrice

tions are removed or not. There is no
doubt the broksrs would like to see the re-
strictions removed, and they are credited
with circulating industriously reports con-
cerning their probable removal. The situ-
ation 7& regarded as being critical and
some decisive step is likely to be taken
without much loss of time.

Would Be the Better for the City.

Sald a successful business man and well
wisher of the city: “The most foolish ob-
jéctions advanced by those who are oppos-
ing the giving of a right of way to a con-
nection with the Union tracks to the Indi-
anapolis, Logansport & Chicago road is
that the Pennsylvania Company is behind
the enterprize.

I have carvassed the matter, and find the
new company has not asked anything un-
reasonable, and why the Board of Publiec
Works lets the matter linger month after
month, I do not understand. So far as
the petition presented against giving them
the right of way is concerned, I have been
tald that most of the signers did so with-
out looking Into the matter, and would
now sign a petition to the Board of Public
Works asking them to grant the right of
wav."

Plenty to Do When the Time Comen,

“At this time last year,” said F. 8. Ker-
baugh, who has for yvedrs been one of the
largest contractors on the Pennsylvania
lines, “we had two thousand men at work
on the Pennsvivania lines bullding bridges
and other work of that kind., Now, we
haven't a single workman engaged in that

task, which is a sufficlent commentary on
the bad times, ut this state of things
cannot Inst much longer, and the railroads
will soon be giving employment to thou-
gands of men, just as they did before the
depression. Work on a big system like the
Pennsylvania can never cease. There are
no bounds to the improvements that must
be made, and the progress of development
and expansion is indefinite. Had work gone
stralght ahead the Pennsylvania Company
would have finished its great scheme of
quadruple tracks between New York and
Pittsburg in a couple of years. That
company is ever to the front with im-
proved appliances. Its block system of
signaling has been famous for years, and
now that is to be suremulmi by an au-
tomatie system, in which compressed air
from the advancing locomotive - does all
the work, rendering the business of an
operator superfluous,”
A Remarkable Record.

The official report shows that in August,
1534, there were handled on the Big Four
gystem 4,347 trains, hauling 140,542 loaded
cars, against 51 trains in August, 1893
handling 127,026 loaded cars, It wiil bde

noticed that on 7 fewer trains there were
13,516 more loaded cars handled. This is
the result of running fuller trains, and
owing to the fact that the power of the
road has been so much improved by the
introduction of new and heavier engines
and the Improved conditlon of the old
power, The above sgtatement s creditable
to J. Q. Van Winkle, the general superin-
tendent, and to Willlam Garstang, super-
intendent of motive power.

During the rush of those
few days eighty-six single-deck stock cars
were converted into double-deck ecars to
carry hogs and sheep, the men at the shops
working day and night to do the work.

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MERCY SHOWN THEM

PAYUNK AND WEEKS, TWO STRIK-
ERS, RELEASED BY JUDGE BAKER.

Fines Remitted in Other Cases—Suit
Against the Chicango & East-
ern Ilinois Rond.

Judge Baker, of the United States court,
dealt leniently with federal offenders ves.
terday. The day was devoted to the
posal ¢f a number of contempt cases which
have been pending shce clogse of the
Debhs strike, The Charles A,
Payunk, one of the federal injunction vio-
lJators, has attracted much attention.
Payunk was arrested at Hammond on July
8 by the United States troops. He was
Chicago, confined for several
then brought here and turned
over to the United States marshal. The
government had placed two charges against
him, that of conspiring with others to ob-
struct the United States mails and of vio-
lating Judge Woods's Injunction, He was
defended by Charies Knotts, & Hammond
attorney, who claimed that his clilent had
been mistaken for another man.

The chief witness against Payunk was
engineer Hall, of the Monon railroad, who
testified to seeing the prisoner at the head
of a mob during the strike. It was Hall
who pointed Payunk out to the federal
troops, and he inzisted
been mistaken. The defense contended that
Payunk had beeu confused with a man
named Stewart, to whom he bore a start-
ling resemblance. E. C. Field, general
counsel for the Monon, corroborated the
statement of engineer Hall. Ed Weeks,
another Hammond citizen, who has for
two weeks been confined in the county jail,
was tried with Payunk. Weeks was ar-
rested on information flled by the Monon
raflroad. It was claimed that he was in-
#trumental in preventing a Monon engineer
from taking on a supply of water at Ham-
mond. The court, in summing up the evi-
dence against Payunk and Weeks, decided
that, technically, both men were guilty, but
he doubted If it would be wise to send them
back to jall. Payunk, he said, had already
spent three months in the jall, and the
court thought that he had perhaps come
to realize the importance of respecting the
laws of the United States government.
Judge Baker, after rehearsing the evidence,
called both prisoners before blm. He [n-
formed them that they were at liberty to
return to their homes, but he wanted it
understood that the actions of hoth would
hereafter be watched by the government.
If they declded to live like law-ablding

citizens they would not again be molested,
but at the slightest indication of trampling
upon the federal laws or of further violat-
ing the injunction they would be brought
back and punished.

At the conclusion of the court's remarks,
attorney Knotts asked that the four other
Hammond prisoners confined in the fail be
released. He sald that all had opportuni-
ties of securing empleyment and were will-
ing to accept freedom on their good be-
havior for life. The four prisoners were
Charles Merryweather, Philllp Haxell, M.
McGregor and W, J. Kramer. Merry-
weather and Haxell were tried last week
and given jail sentences, with fines. Judge
Baker announced that they must serve out
the sentence, but sald that the fines would
be remitted. The cases of McGregor and
Kramer he took under advisement.

James MceCune and Patrick Griffin, who
were brought from Hammond silx wapks
ago, were taken into court and arraighed
on the charge of contempt, There was evil-
dence that they were only spectators of
the Hammond rilots and the cases against
them were dismissed,

Suit of the Stnte Agninst Chicago &

The case of the State of Indiana against
the Chicago & Eastern Illinols Railroad
Company I8 being heard in the Circuit
Court before Judge Davis, of the Appellate
Conrt. The State began proceedings
against the road to collect a fee of £25,000,
which it is claimed s due for recording the
road's articles of consolidation. The de-
fense is being conducted by attorney A. (.
Harris. It is clairned that the articles
wers pot really filed but were withdrawn
when the railway company learned that It
would be compelled to pav an enormous
fee. It is nlso contended that the Statute
of Indiana does not require a rallroad com-
pany to fille papers ¢f that description, and
that conceding this a necessary formallty,
there is no provision for a fee in the clause
covering the incorporation of railroads,
Attorney-general Smith, Leon Bailey and
W. A. Ketecham are prosecuting the claim
of the State.

Temporary Injuncilon Agninst Audi-
tor Henderson In Jts Tax Case.

J. O. Henderson, Auditor of State, has
been served with a notice from the United
States District Court restroining him from
certving to county auditors the valuation
agssessed by the State Board of Tax Com-
missioners agalnst the property of the
Western Union Telegraph Company. The
temporary injunction was granted by
Tudge Baker yesterday morning on the ap-
plication of the firm of Butler, Snow &
Butler, attorneys for the company. The
complaint, a bulky dorument, avers that
the assesament of the Western Union Tel-
egraph Company is “exorbitant, ineqguita-
ble, unconstitutional, and wholly woid. '™ Jt
ie shown that the State board fixed the
value of the company’s property in Indiana
at $£2.342,991, which amount wouldl necessi-
tate the payment of $.470.057 in taxes. This
assessment, the complaint holds, is in vio-
lation of Section 3. Article 1, of the Con-
stitution of Indiana, because it attempis
to depute a leglslative power to the State
Board of Tax Commissioners.® This power,
it avers, can only ‘tn- exercised by the
General Assembly.

Sigus of Fall.

The autumnal signs of the woods are =si-
lence and the absence of blossoms, together
with a manifest thinning of the leafy roof,
20 that the sunlignet rains through and long
vistas are opened up. The woods enjoy
scarce seven weeks of full summer. It is
past the middle of June before the leafy
thatch has reached Its thickest, and close
ohgervers note the thinning early in Au-
gust. The birds are still and few, and
even those living voices of the woods, the
brooks, are sMent from the drought, though
they revived for a short season here and
there after the light rains of some weeks
since. There are great bare brown spaces,
oval and circular basins here and there,
deep with the jeaf mould of unmeasured
autumns, and ordinarily filled with tan-
ceolored water. This long since oozed or
evaporated away, and the over-rich soll
has not clothed itself with verdure.

Gone from the woods is that warm damp
midsummer smell, languorous, sensuous and
suggestive. Autumn-like winds have swept
through the leafy alisles and carried be-
fore them this hot tropical breath so
strangely out of keeping with the temper-
ate zone.

Not vet has It been replaced by that
most elusive and delightful odor that pre-
ceder and suggests the falling of the leaves,
that delieate scent which, coming to the
nostrils of him who knows its meaning,
brings straight before his eyes the new-laid
russet woodland carpet, the mellow au-
tumn sunlight warm aslant the wood, th
glint of many spider webs, the musicd]
rustle of the fallen leaves beneath the
foetiand the frosty touch of the October
winua,
